Sir James Whit- 
ney, when asked [or his opinion on 
the introduction ot politics replied 
that he feared evil would result but 
declined to give any reason [or his 
attitude in the matter. Consequent- 
ly it is thought that this agitation 
tor representation on the part of the 
Socialists of the University will meet 
with very little success.

The number of small societies in the Faculty of Ap- 
plied Science continues to increase from year to year 
and each one of them interests chiefly those meu taking 
one particular course in that Faculty. To bear out this 
statement it is only necessary to name a few of them; 
[or instance; the Chemical, Electrical aud Mining Societ- 
ies. These bodies have of necessity a very strong appeal 
to their own members and as a result the average under- 
graduate usually only cares to patronize the one in 
which he is most interested. The parent body, the Uu- 
dergraduate Society of Applied Science, suffers in conse- 
quence. 

At a recent meeting of the Society the attendance 
was very small, in spite of the fact that an excellent 
speaker had been secured for the occasion and also that 
the meeting had been well advertised before hand. Thi- 
is much to be regretted aud we feel that it is largely 
attributable to the influence of the smaller societies. 

It is natural that a man who wishes to promote his 
own special professional interests should prefer to at- 
tend those meetings which tend towards this object. It 
is obvious that these societies are of the highest value 
to their members but it is unfortunate that they should 
indirectly keep science men away from meetings of the 
Science Society. The fact that they accomplish this 
can scarcely be contested. 

A suggestion has been made that the Undergraduate 
Society of Applied Science should be remodeled along 
the lines of the Canadian Society of Civil Engineers, 
aud we understand that steps have been taken in this 
direction. For the benefit of those who are not acquaint- 
ed with the above well-kuowu Society, we may say that 
it consists of a number of sections, Electrical, Mechan- 
ical, and so forth, each headed by a chairmau. The 
proposal has been advanced that every department in 
the Faculty of Science should be represented by a chair- 
mau and a secretary, and that these men should be ex- 
pected to secure a speaker every three weeks or so. 

A reorganization of the Society along these lines 
would of necessity affect the individualities of the var- 
ious clubs at present in existence. It might even result 
in the abandonment of the majority of them altogether. 
Whether or not this is desirable is a moot questiou aud 
one which we can scarcely take it upon ourselves to ans- 
wer. We do think however that a reorganization of the 
parent Society will certainly come sooner or later.
